Arlington Heights parks 
a n d 
downtown business districts would 
look a good deal more attractive 
if — 
—Youngsters and adults would 
put candy, ice cream and cigar­ 
ette wrappers into litter baskets. 
—Businessmen would p l a c e 
sidewalk sweepings into their own 
garbage cans instead of, in some 
cases, pushing them off into the 
gutter. 
—Motorists 
a n d 
pedestrians 
would stop using railroad park as 
a giant wastebasket. 
These are some of the sugges­ 
tions offered by the 2 men who 
are charged with keeping the vil­ 
lage’s streets and recreation fa 
cilities clean. 
“ We 
send 
a 
mobile 
street 
sweeper through the 
downtown 
area 3 mornings a week,” said 
Bill Luehring, 
village 
superin­ 
tendent of public works. 
“But 
m any people, either careless or 
ornery about trash, will throw 
litter anywhere, even if there is 
a basket at arm ’s length.” 
PARK DISTRICT director Tom 


Thornton pointed to 
the 
heavy- 
cost of picking up after the lit­ 
terbugs. 
He estimated that the 
park district spends $1,000 a sum­ 
m er for labor alone—an expense 
which eats up all the concession 
stand profits plus several hun­ 
dred dollars more—policing up 
parks. 
Thornton said that 48 man hours 
are consumed weekly retrieving 
trash. The situation is worse, he 
noted, during racing season. 
Last year park employees found 
20 whiskey bottles under bushes 
in Railroad park in a single day. 
Both men reported that apart­ 
ment dwellers 
who 
live 
near 
parks have thrown trash from 
their apartm ents Into the street 
com er receptacles. 
“We’ve told them time 
and 
again not to. It does little good,” 
said Thornton. 
. “If the 
public 
realized 
how 
much 
cleaning 
up 
operations 
cost,” noted Luehring, “we might 
not have to do much of it.”

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Explain 1958 Amendment Election 


Voters of Illinois will have the 
opportunity to vote on 2 amend­ 
ments to the state constitution at 
the 
1958 
November 
election. 
These amendments, submitted by 
the 70th general assembly, pro - 
pose to amend the judicial and 
county officers’ articles of t h e 
constitution. 
The judicial amendment would 
give the state an integrated court 
system in which all judicial pow’- 
ers would be vested in 3 levels of 
courts: the Supreme. Appellate, 
and Circuit courts. In lieu of other 
existing courts there wrould be di­ 
vision of the Circuit court — the 
only trial court. 
THE SUPREME COURT would 
consist of 7 justices, as at pres­ 
ent. but with 3 elected from Cook 
County and 2 from each of 2 dif­ 
ferent downstate districts. T h e 
Supreme court would exercise ex­ 


tensive 
administrative 
powers 
over the court system as a whole. 
The Appellate court would have 
4 districts. Cook county would be 
one of these districts while t h e 
rest of the state w’ould be divided 
into 
3 
districts, 
with 
present 
boundaries being retained 
until 
changed in the future by law. For 
the bulk of litigation the decision 
of the Appellate court w’ould be 
final. 
The present Circuit court would 
continue until changed by law, 
but with each county always hav­ 
ing at least one associate Circuit 
court judge. The minor judiciary 
w’ould be merged into the Circuit 
court as magistrates thereof. In­ 
cumbent clerks of all courts, the 
bailiff of the Chicago Municipal 
court, and other non-judicial per­ 
sonnel will continue in office until 
the expiration of their terms. 


Thereafter, the general assembly 
will provide for the selection, 
term, removal and salary of such 
officers. 
* * * 
ALL JUDGES WOULD be lt- 
'’ensed attorneys, devoting full 
time to their duties. The present 
system ol electing judges would 
continue until changed by law’. 
Any future fundamental change 
in the method of selection w’ould 
require a 2/3 vote of both houses 
of the legislature and ratification 
by a majority of the electors vot­ 
ing on the proposition. 
The amendment to the “county 
officers’ article” of the Constitu­ 
tion would permit the electors of 
a county, if they so desire, to re­ 
elect their sheriff or treasurer, 
and thus to benefit from training 
and experience possessed by an 
incumbent.

Tile courts having juris­ 
diction over violations of 
our traffic laws, play an 
important part in the con­ 
centrated efforts now be­ 
ing made to increase the 
safety of our streets and 
highways. 
Last year, of the ap­ 
proximately 70 million li­ 
censed 
drivers 
to 
this 
country, some ‘20 million 
were ticketed for alleged 
violations. 
THE 
TRAFFIC 
COURTS, 
coming: as they do in direct 
contact with such a large per­ 
centage of the population, have 
become by all odds the most 
important courts in our judi­ 
cial system. 
On them rests 
the primary responsibility for 
developing 
in 
our 
citizenry 
that respect for law which lies 
at the very foundation of effec­ 
tive traffic I a w enforcement 
and on which in the last analy­ 
sis all of our democratic insti­ 
tutions depend. 
it. is therefore difficult to 
understand 
w h y 
in 
many 
jurisdictions so little attention 
has been given to the traffic 
courts and why every proven 
device to increase their sta­ 
ture and effectiveness 
has 
not been 
utilized. 
Perhaps the most common 
and 
damnifying criticism 
of 
traffic courts has been that so 
many p e o p l e have found it 
possible to evade answering a 
traffic summons by the well­ 
known political process of hav­ 
ing it ‘fixed” so that the mat­ 
ter 
will 
never come 
up 
in 
court. 
IN A NATION-WIDE sur­ 
vey of traffic courts made a 
number of years ago, unques­ 
tioned evidence of ticket fix­ 
ing was found in SO out of 76 
cities covered. In one out of 
every 4 cities visited, the lag 
in traffic law enforcement was 
directly traceable to this in­ 
sidious practice. 
Generally tickets are fixed 
without the knowledge o f the

T H E 
POLICE 
OFFICER 
makes out the ticket in quad­ 
ruplicate with the aid of car­ 
bon paper. The original goes 
to the police headquarters, on# 
is retained bv the police of­ 
ficer who made it out, and one 
is handed to the offender. All 
books of tickets are issued to 
law’ enforcement officers 
by 
the court and must be account­ 
ed for. 
This kind of tickets cannot 
be fixed without the active aid 
of 3 public officials—the judge, 
the police chief, and the issu­ 
ing officer. After weighing the 
slim chances of success against 
the very real dangers of fail­ 
ure, few offenders consider it 
worth while even to try. 
The introduction in N e w 
Jersey of the uniform non­ 
fixing traffic ticket by rule 
court was violently opposed 
by many police chiefs and 
some prominent citizens, but

ODDLY, DESPITE its demon­ 
strated success and the endor­ 
sement 
and 
support 
of 
the 
Conference of Chief Justices, 
t h e Conference of Governors, 
and the American Bar Associ­ 
ation, as well as many other 
organizations interested in pro­ 
moting traffic safety through 
the improvement of traffic law 
enforcement, the uniform non- 
fixable traffic ticket has not 
caught fire. 
New Jersey 
is the only 
slate w h e r e its use on a 
statewide 
basis 
has 
been 
mandatory, although it is in 
a large part of New ^ork, 
many cities in Michigan and 
in scattered cities in some 25 
other states. 
The time has long since ar­ 
rived • when 
every 
city 
and 
state should put an end once 
and for all to the vicious prac­ 
tice of ticket fixing. The means 
are at hand. All that is now 
needed is the will to do some­ 
thing about it and a day or 
two of courage while the bene­ 
ficiaries of the old order are 
bewailing their loss.

dition, we will elim inate any problem of maintenance or staffing. 
Northwest neighborhoods in Chicago, Niles, and Park Ridge did 
the same thing—and they have Resurrection hospital to show for it. 
I think the possibilities of working out an arrangement with the 
Jesuits should be investigated immediately. 
The advantages are

When should a couple con­ 
sult a marriage counselor? 
One of the nations’ Past 
Presidents of the American 
Association of M a r r i a ge 
Counselors, Dr. Robert W. 
Laidlow now chief psychia­ 
trist at New York’s Roose­ 
velt 
hospital) 
gave 
some 
forthright answers to this 
question recently at a talk at 
the North 
Shore 
hospital, 
Winnetka, on their annual 
lecture 
series: 
“Toward 
Healthy Emotional Develop­ 
ment.” 
AT THE EARLIEST breach in 
m arriage relationships, a m ar­ 
riage counselor should be 
con­ 
tacted insists Dr. Laidlow. He 
gave highlights of problem m ar­ 
riages deserving early attention: 
—unstable from the beginning, 
often because of hurried engage­ 
m ent; no opportunity before m ar­ 
riage of ascertaining whet h e r 
partners were ready for m ar­ 
riage and truly compatible. 
—basic compatibility exists, 
but through 
ignorance, 
reti­ 
cence or just plain bungling, 
a sexual maladjustment h a s 
arisen 
threatening 
the 
mar­ 
riage. 
—one spouse fallen out of love 
with the other, even though a 
degree of sexual compatibil i t y 
remains. 
—one partner is over-domi­ 
neering and demanding; peace 
maintained only by complete 
submissiveness 
and 
appease­ 


ment by other partner. 
—threatened by shadow of in­ 
terfering “in-laws.” 
—complicated by existence of 
racial, cultural or religious dif­ 
ferences between partners. 
—conflict of career versus 
hom e.is an outstanding issue. 
—conflict centers a r o u n d 
having children or methods of 
upbringing. * 
—those 
m arriages 
which 
i f 
left to themselves would term in­ 
ate in divorce; being kept intact 
as social facade for sake of chil­ 
dren. 
Dr. Laidlow stressed that the 
counselor will often encoun t e r 
m arriages in which one part­ 
ner is normal, the other a psy­ 
chiatric problem. In such cases 
he urges the counselor to work 
only with the normal spouse re­ 
ferring the other to a psychia­ 
trist. 
HE EXPLAINED that m ar­ 
riage counselors 
need 
be 
spe­ 
cially trained and that being a 
physician does not automatically 
qualify one for this role. 
H e 
mentioned that many difficulties 
are encountered in counsel i n g 
other than sexual ones. 
Dr. Laidlow indicated frequent­ 
ly 
counselors 
encounter 
m ar­ 
riages which 
have 
reached 
a 
point of “po return.” In t h e s e 
cases, the counselor still has an 
important role, he insists — to 
assist in working out a plan for 
separation and divorce in a mu­ 
tually 
considerate 
m a n n e r . 
“Care should be exercised

circumvent the usual acrimon­ 
ious tension between the

separating partners and strive 
for an equitable agreement for 
each party while lessening dis­

Weight watchers and dieters 
who sit down on the job of living 
are barking up the wrong* tree. 
Some outstanding scientists have 
tracked down the principal cause 
of overw eight—lack of activity— 
at work and at play. 


This underactivity ig robbing 
adults and children alike of their 
favorite pastime — eating. Ac­ 
cording to these nutritionists, 
overeating no longer is consid­ 
ered the first cause of obesity, 
America’s foremost health men­ 
ace. These scientists have found 
that creeping overweight follows 
lessened activity. 


Recently, a Harvard University 
study emphasized an alarming 
trend: 
Suburban 
high 
school 
girls, on the whole, are not ac­ 
tive. Researchers compared two 
groups of these girls. One group 
was obese, the other, of normal 
weight. They noted that girls of 
normal weight spent twice as 
much time in some type of physi­ 
cal activity, which included danc­ 
ing—and they ate more—than 


did their obese classmates. Later 
at summer camp, when girls in 
both groups were under strenu­ 
ous routines, all lost weight, in 
spite of eating more than they 
did before. This fact refutes the 
tale that added activity increases 
appetite to such an extent that 
a gain in weight results. 
The role of exercise in weight 
control has been abused. State­ 
ments, such as “You must walk 
rapidly for six hours to lose one 
pound,” also can mean a brisk 
one-hour walk on six days. 
Dieters who unwittingly re­ 
duce their requirements for food 
by a continuous sit-down pro­ 
gram are barking up the wrong 
tree. Through constant restric­ 
tion of different foods, they in­ 
flict a life-long state of mild 
hunger upon themselves. In con­ 
trast, an active life, with regular 
exercise, permits the enjoyment 
of normal meals which include 
plenty of enriched bread and 
cereals, fruits and vegetables, 
meat and milk—all foods needed 
by the body.

WILMINGTON, DEL.—New help to the nation’s fanners who 
grow com and raise beef cattle was given today in an order 
from the Food and Drug Ad-

ministration that greatly broad­ 
ened the field of application for 
toxaphene insecticides. 
The Food and Drug Admin­ 
istration ruling established for 
the first time a tolerarce1 for 
toxaphene in the fat of meat 
from cattle. This permits feed­ 
ing beef cattle with com forage 
from com treated with toxa­ 
phene for cora borer controL 
Tolerance levels are set under a 
new law requiring the Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education, and 
Welfare to determine what a- 
mounts of pesticide residue can 
safely be permitted to remain 
on food crops. 
* • 
In addition the tolerance of 
seven parts per million for toxa­ 
phene in the fat of meat from 
cattle, sheep, and goats means 
these animals can also be spray­ 
ed with toxaphene for protec­ 
tion against certain livestock 
insect pests.

A PUZZLING problem is to 
decide what m aturity of corn to 
plant when planting is delayed 
2 weeks to a month. DeKalb’s re­ 
search departm ent is conducting 
• rials this year comparing varie­ 
ties ranging in m aturity from 80 
to 120 days. This comparison is 
conducted by planting at dates 
approxim ately IO days apart be­ 
ginning in early May and ending 
in late June. There is undoubted­ 
ly a time in the planting season 
when the corn 
grower 
should 
desert his regular varieties of 
full season m aturity and go to 
something earlier as a protection 
against frost damage. 
Crop reports are quite spotted 
at mid August. Dry weather is 
hurting the corn crop in western 
I o w a, northwestern M i s souri, 
eastern Nebraska and in north­ 
western Ohio. On the other hand, 
corn is reported as “excellent” 
in New York, northern Illinois 
and southern Michigan.

I threat this year is jthe “ aster 
yellows,” a vicious disease doing 
a great deal of dam age to flax 
in the Dakotas and Minnesota. 


Heavy rains this sum m er have 
damaged m any Illinois sod w ater­ 
ways. 
Ralph C. Hay, agricultural en­ 
gineer at the University of Illi­ 
nois College of Agriculture, says 
that you’ll need to extensively re­ 
pair your sod waterways if they 
have been seriously damaged by 
either erosion or by deposits of 
silt. 
You m ay need to 
get 
heavy 
earth-moving equipment to haul 
in earth, m anure and straw' 
if 
w ater erosion has started a gully 
in your waterway. 
You’ll also 
have to plan to reseed a renovat­ 
ed waterw ay this fall. 
In other cases, waterways next 
to corn and soybean fields m ay 
have silted nearly full from run­ 
off water. 
They will have to be 
reworked to carry w ater and also 
be reseeded. 
Heavy rains often cause gullies 
to form parallel to the waterways 
in cultivated fields, Hay points 
out. 
In that case a bulldozer, 
scraper and plow usually work 
best to rebuild the waterway. Use 
the surplus soil to fill low spots. 
Septem ber is -the best 


for reseeding. However, if crops 
interfere you can still reseed in 
early spring. 
A sediment filled waterway is 
no better than none at all. 
If 
you can’t rebuild it right away, it 
is usually best to plow the whole 
area, relocate the waterway and 
build a new one according 
to 


standard recommendations, Hay 
suggests. 
You can get full

If lindane is accidentally swal­ 
lowed, induce vomiting to empty

Wet spots in w'hich crops were 
killed or dam aged this sum m er 
constantly remind Illinois farm ­ 
ers of the need to improve 
or 
repair their drainage systems. 
Ralph C. Hay, agricultural en­ 
gineer at the University of Illinois 
College of Agriculture, points to 
those wret spots as signs of either 
inadequate tile b r poor surface 
drainage. 
In far too m any cases, 
H a y 
says, farm ers have depended on 
tile lines to 
drain /depressions 
where wet spots occur. And the 
tile failed them. 
Surface inlets 
to 
tile 
lines 
sometimes will drain w ater fast 
enough into the lines to save the 
crops, Hay says. But surface in­ 
lets are not too reliable, since 
few tile lines are designed large 
enough to carry much 
surface 
water. 
Most of the time you can drain 
depressions in your fields with 
wide, shallow surface 
drainage 
ditches. They will give much bet­ 
ter service than tile lines and at 
less cost. They work best in tight 
soils that absorb w ater slowly. 
But they can be valuable addi­ 
tions to tile drainage during ex­ 
trem ely wet seasons even in soils 
where tile works well.

Dutch Elm Top 
Tree Menace 


D u t c h 
elm 
disease, 
n o w 
spreading in the prairie states, 
is the most serious shade tree 
disease in the midwest. Intro­ 
duced into the 
United 
States 
from Europe in 1930, 
it 
has 
spread steadily throughout t h e 
northeastern states and is now 
spreading rapidly in Illinois. Its 
ultimate arrival in all communi­ 
ties of the state where elms are 
abundant should be anticipated. 
Where allowed to go unchecked, 
the disease has killed thousands 
of trees in relatively few years, 
resulting in m any communities 
denuded of trees and large ex­ 
penditures of money for removal 
of dead trees. 
All elms are susceptible to the 
disease to some degree. T h e 
American elm is the most sus­ 
ceptible of all. When first affect­ 
ed, typically diseased trees are 
characterized by wilting and dis­ 
coloration of the leaves of one 


or more branches, but positive 
confirmation of the 
disease 
is 
possible only by laboratory test. 
The disease is caused by a fun­ 
gus which is carried from dis­ 
eased elms or contaminated elm 
wood by elm 
bark beetles 
to 
healthy trees where the beetles 
fly to feed. The fungus grows 
and the bark beetles breed in 
dead and dying elm wood. 
There is no known cure for 
trees affected with Dutch elm 
disease. However, control of the 
disease is possible through pre­ 
vention of infection. Both sanita­ 
tion and spraying on a commun­ 
ity-wide basis are recommended 
for most effective control. San­ 
itation,. the burning of dead and 
dying elm wood, not only elimi­ 
nates breeding m aterial but also 
destroys large numbers of the 
bark beetle carriers, and thus 
reduces the probability of infec­ 
tion of 
nearby 
healthy 
trees. 


FARMERS WHO want to test 
their seed wheat should not he 
misled by scattered reports 
of 
I poor germination. 
Although some wheat may not 
he good enough for seed, wheat 
must be germ inated properly to 
get an accurate test. At this time 
of the year, wheat is in a dor­ 
m ant stage. 
To get it to germ i­ 
nate, it must be chilled in a re­ 
frigerator for 5 or 6 days to break 
the dormancy. 


Scab spores are present 
on 
healthy kernels of 
wheat 
this 
year. 
These spores produce 
a 
blight that causes new seedlings 
to die, so wheat that is being test­ 
ed for germination 
should 
he 
treated with Ceresan M or Pano- 
gen. 
All seed wheat should be 
treated before planting. 
Low test weight is not neces- 
| sarily a sure cause for low' ger­ 
mination. 
Tests 
have 
shown 
that wheat with test weight as 
low as 40 pounds, when properly 
treated, may germ inate around 
80 per cent.
